the horse. There is one figure in history in 
whose mouth Shakespeare put the offer of 
his kingdom for a horse; but even a horse 
would hardly have saved Richard III. from 
the negative fate of battle. 

Art conforms to its time. It would seem 
that heroes on horseback will become as ob- 
solete as the centaurs themselves. And yet 
art will probably enforce impressions as 
effective with the motor car, if heroes ride 
in it, as their predecessors did with the 
horse. 

Other things that relate to war promise 
to hold universal attention for some time, 
to the exclusion of serious wondering as to 
what artists will do with the heroes that the 
present war may develop.
